California Centennial 


“This day some kind of mettle was found 
in the tail race that looks like golde.” 
Thus an eyewitness, on January 24, 1848, 
recorded one of history’s greatest acci- 
dents, John Marshall’s discovery of gold 
at Sutter’s Mill, Coloma, California. 

This January 24, 1948, with proper pomp 
and ceremony, the first of an impressive 
series of Centennial celebrations to be held 
in various parts of California throughout 
1948, 1949, and 1950 will observe the an- 
niversary of the discovery of gold. Later 
celebrations will honor the arrival of the 
miners, adoption of the first constitution, 
California’s admission to the Union, and 
other notable events of those crowded 
three years. 

Visitors will see the gold discovery site 
and museum at the Marshall Monument 
State Historical Park during the morning. 
At noon a pioneer parade of more than 
2000 riders will leave Placerville for the 
dedication site at Coloma. Commemora- 
tive ceremonies begin at 2:30 p.m.

Gold Discovery Dance will be held in

Railroad of the gold 


and silver country 


THE darling of railfans, from the eminent 
Lucius Beebe to the adolescent time-card 
swapper, is the Virginia and Truckee Rail- 
road. It is the last short line in Nevada, and 
one of the last in all the west to carry pas- 
sengers. Only last year, the Nevada Copper 
Belt and the Tonopah and Goldfield gave 
up their passenger service. Their demise was 
preceded in the last decade by the Eureka 
Nevada, Nevada Central, and Tonopah and 
Tidewater, all abandoned, and by the Ne- 
vada Northern, now freight only. 

For a real excursion into yesterday, writes 
Robert Ellison, Sunset’s collector of West- 
ern railroads, go down to the Southern Paci- 
fic station in Reno any morning except Sun- 
day. There you will find an ancient canary- 
yellow coach and express car. Step aboard 
and settle down in one of the red plush 
seats. Notice the plump iron stove in the 
corner, probably considered quite “elegant” 
in its day. 

Just before 7:30 a.a1., an engine puffs around 
the curve with a string of miscellaneous 
freight cars and couple. With an unholy 
shriek from the whistle, you’re off for Car- 
son, 31 miles away. Don’t be surprised if 
you’re the only passenger; it wouldn’t be 
the first time. 

For the first 11 miles the train rattles briskly 
along a straight valley track to Steamboat 
Springs, near the eastern slopes of Mt. Rose. 
At this point you are five miles by air from 
Virginia City, but it used to be 41 miles by 
rail before the track was torn out. Now the 
train starts to climb and twist through the 
hills, to plunge out of a canyon at Washoe 
City, a favorite vantage point of photog- 
raphers. Passing the city, which you'll miss 
entirely if you happen to blink or look down 
at your watch, you cross the broad, green 
Washoe Valley and then tackle the last hilly 
barrier before Carson City. 
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At the historic nineteenth-century depot in 
Carson, you can choose one of two alterna- 
tives. You can continue by train to Minden 
or take the V. & T. bus to Virginia City. 
Since it is a 30-mile round trip to Minden 
through a dreary sagebrush waste, with a 
long lay-over in a sleepy little village, the 
Virginia City round trip bus ride is the 
best bet. 

The little yellow stage makes a side trip to 
Dayton, then groans up a very steep grade 
through the Gold Hill ruins to Virginia City, 
where the Piper’s Opera House still stands 
and music boxes still jangle tunes from 
great-grandma’s hit parade in old-fashioned 
saloons like the Bucket of Blood and Crystal 
Bar, which are filled with pictures and sou- 
venirs of their lusty past. 

At 2:30 the stage departs for Carson City, 
where you will board the late afternoon 
train for Reno and the twentieth century.

IT’S too bad that we haven’t a better 
word than landscaping to describe the job 
of making the land we own more livable, 
more usable, and more beautiful. 


Landscaping has been too closely asso- 
ciated with estates, vistas, focal points, 
woodlands, and such to be freely accepted 
as a practical method of getting more liv- 
ing out of your lot.

practical and good landscaping can be, is 
evident when you consider what happens 
on a conventional 50- by 100-foot lot. In 
most cases the house occupies 1000 to 
2000 feet of the total 5000 square feet. 
How to use the 4000 square feet of space 
outside the walls of the house is seldom 
explained by builder or architect. But ob- 
viously the manner of handling paved 
areas, shelters, fences, trees, flowers, and 
other plant material determines whether

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living is confined inside the walls of the 
house or extended to the limits of the lot. 


Landscaping is not a luxurious adornment. 
Basically, it is guided by a few very simple 
rules. Unfortunately it has been explained 
in almost as many different ways as there 
are landscape architects and writers. 


Landscape Architect Mr. A explains the 
importance of design and structure. He 
points out the difficulty of maintaining 
design with plant material alone without 
capable and continuous garden labor. He 
stresses the importance of gardens to live 
in rather than gardens to look at. 


Landscape Architect Mr. B sees Mr. A 
as a fashion designer, a creator of a style 
that denies the homeowner the pleasure 
and reward of gardening, or growing 
things, of the beauty of plants. 


There is no real need for you to analyze 
the value of conflicting philosophies in 
landscaping. If you will take the trouble 
of carefully studying how you wish to use 
your outdoor space, you help the land- 
scape architect give you a garden that be- 
longs to you. Or if you decide to do your 
own landscaping, a study of your garden 
needs is the first step toward a successful 
plan. The capable landscape architect 
knows that it is just as wrong to give a 
gardener who does not like to garden a 
combination of natural plantings as to 
give a very experienced dirt gardener a 
garden without soil to dig in. 


On this and the pages following, we show 
solutions to landscape problems. They dif- 
fer in treatment because of differences in 
owner requirements rather than architects. 


After all, there is no best garden pattern. 
What satisfies your needs may fail others, 
and the job of deciding what you really 
want, of putting it in logical patterns, of 
studying the many choices of materials is 
not easy. But it should be fun. 
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THE GARDEN ON THE COVER 


Planning garden space 


on a hillside 


MANY a Western gardener has faced the 
problem of gaining some level garden 
space on a hillside lot. Too frequently, his 
solution on the hill side of the house has 
been to cut back into the slope and build 
a straight retaining wall. Where hills are 
steep, the result in almost all instances 
is a long, narrow garden corridor, unsatis- 
factory for several reasons. The high walls 
are oppressive—seem to shut you in with 
no escape. Even when such a retaining 
wall is covered with vines, the narrow cor- 
ridor feeling persists. 

The way out in solving this hillside puzzle 
is in the planning of the retaining wall. If 
you make it a garden wall, you'll probably 
find yourself with a livable garden. The 
hillside garden shown here is an excellent 
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Raised beds give depth to planting space 
without encroaching on level area which is 
saved for outdoor eating or entertaining 


example of one way of doing it. It was 
designed by Landscape Architect Ned 
Rucker for a hill adjoining the office of 
Mr. Claude C. Gillum at the Claremont 
Hotel in Berkeley, California. 
Although this area was planned as an ex- 
tension of a business office, the same type 
of garden would serve many homes. 
It is not a gardener’s garden. It is built 
to relax in rather than to plant in. How- 
ever, a garden-putterer could keep busy 
changing plantings in the raised beds and 
creating interesting effects in small space. 
Other design solutions suggest themselves 
after a study of this garden. For example, 
additional planting space and a more open 
feel could be had by building a terraced 
series of retaining walls stepping back into 
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Plan makes use of all available space and 
results in fairly large level areas while 
keeping expensive excavation to minimum 











the hill. The objection to such a scheme 
here lies in need for more gardening atten- 
tion and its lessening of protected privacy. 
In this and similar hillside gardens, the 
designer must fight for every possible inch 
of usable space. 

Raised beds confine the planting space 
more definitely than would pots and there- 
by allow freer movement within the space. 
Paving increases the use of space. 
Outdoor chairs and tables can be arranged 
to catch or avoid the sun. And you don’t 
have to wait until the grass dries after a 
rain or shower. 


Concrete retaining wall is topped with 
buff brick.

The old house was set back 50 feet on a 
deep, narrow lot. The rear entrance was 
reached by 4 feet of steps. Their need 
for an extension of the house for outdoor 
living was taken care of by construction 
of a large deck along the back of the house. 
Optibnal sun or shade was provided by a 
burlap awning fixed to slide on wires 
stretched the full length of the deck 

The room-level deck was a simple func- 
tional solution to one of the owners’ prob- 
lems. The area between house and street 
had to satisfy a far more complicated set 
of requirements. 

Consideration had to be given to the sur- 
roundings. The neighborhood had reached 
the mature and mellow stage. Evergreen 
trees and shrubs between street and houses 
gracefully protected the old houses from 
too searching a view. 

A blending with neighborhood planting 
would be an easy answer. But the owners 
wanted more sun and more excitement 
than such planting would allow. The own- 
ers wanted avocado, lemon, orange. and 
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grapefruit. They wanted to drive off the 
street into a grove. At the same time they 
liked the friendly feel of the old neighbor- 
ing trees and they liked growing things. 


The easiest way to solve one part of the 
problem was to wall in the area and bring 
the varied elements into a pattern held to- 
gether by paving of some kind. 


The final solution satisfied all conflicting 
requirements by using plants, in much the 
same way one would use paving blocks, to 
create a pattern and hold the design. 


Blue-gray sedum, blue aloe and green 
kleinia are set in fish scale design in front 
of the brick wall leading from the drive- 
way to.the entrance of the house. Purple 
leafed castor beans are grouped in a small 
bed to the left of the entrance steps. 


The area to the right of the path which 
leads through the garden is planted in a 
wave design. Gray-green echeveria_ bor- 
ders the walk. Next is a wave of blue-green 
Sedum album, then dark green Sedum 
praeltum. In back of this is Fatsia jap- 
onica and then the dark green ivy growing 
over the redwood garden trellis. 


The area under the citrus trees is planted 
with Cephalophyllum anemoniflorum. 


The final result is not the knock-your-eye- 
out type of garden. If you enjoy strong 
color and bold design, the planting is dis- 
appointing. But if you have a strong feel- 
ing for plant material and appreciate sub- 
tle harmonies in color, texture, and form, 
you would like to live with this garden.

EXCEPT for its garden, this small house 
in a new Belvedere, California, subdi- 
vision is almost the same as its neighbors 
on each side. The house is set deep on a 
55-foot lot, a common landscaping handi- 
cap. The front yard is open to the street, 
destroying any chance for real privacy. 
The rear property line cuts across a steep, 
brush-covered shoulder of a much-tray- 
eled highway. 

Many persons, faced with similar prob- 
lems, simply have abandoned the front of 
the lot to the public and boxed in the back 
yard with fences. The first owner of this 
property had done just this. 

The present owner is Larry Halprin, asso- 
ciated with Thomas D. Church, San Fran- 
cisco landscape architect. The old garden 
offered him opportunity to try some of 
his own medicine—to solve for himself 
the problems of using small space com- 
mon in many Western gardens. 


EVERYTHING USED 

He discarded nothing. He simply moved 
existing fences, hedges, and lawn and re- 
used them to better advantage. Cost of 
the new garden, including paving, plants, 
and arbor was $275. 

Compare his garden with the original and 
you understand how important it is to 
decide just how you wish to use a garden 
before you start planting or paving or re- 
modeling. Only then can you work out an 
orderly arrangement. 

Your garden is an individual problem. 
Landscape Architect Halprin’s solution 
obviously can’t be right for every home- 
owner with a 55-foot lot but you can fol- 
low some of his excellent ideas on how 
to use space. 

When you look at the photographs, re- 
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member that this garden is in progress. 
Fast growing plants soon will cover the 
grapestake fences and redwood trellis. 
The first planning step here was dividing 
activities between front or rear gardens.

Widening the existing driveway at the 
front of the house made space for bad- 
minton or off-street parking of four cars. 





Enough lawn was saved to relieve the 
effect of so much paving. A privet hedge, 
already on the property in another loca- 
tion, shields the yard from street traffic. 

In other circumstances, where the need 
for game or parking areas is less acute, the 
front yard could be used equally well for 
a show garden visible from the street. 





REAL NEEDS RECOGNIZED 
In the backyard, Halprin planned to take 
care of a long list of needs. He explains: 








“Paving and fence baffles at angles divide 
the yard into separate areas for each use. 
“This results in more usable space and the 
illusion of a much larger garden. Break- 
ing the fences into segments makes it dif- 
ficult for the eye to measure total size ac- 
curately. This also makes for easy upkeep 
since you need care for only one small area 
at a time instead of the entire enclosure. 

















“To save fencing expense, I split each 
heavy grapestake of the old fence into 
four thinner pieces. This gave me plenty 
for all new fences. 








“T paved with cold plant mix asphalt, as 
inexpensive a permanent paving as you 
can get. For slabs 3 inches thick it costs 
about 8 cents a square foot, only a little 
more than you would pay for gravel.

In addition to providing space for the 
various outdoor activities, the division of 
the yard into protected small areas in- 
creases the intimacy of the garden. Fences, 
baffles, and screen planting all add up to 
privacy—the first necessity in making 
usable space. 


A similar fence and raised seat box at the 
rear of the yard hide the garden work- 
bench and compost pile. A fast growing 
screen of privet and willow trees along the 
back property line will shield the yard 
from the highway. 

The flower garden along the west fence 
gets the morning sun. There is room 
enough for colorful display and the bed is 
narrow enough so that it can be worked 
from the paved pathway running along-

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NO PUZZLE GAME could be more ex- 
citing than putting on paper the outlines 
of the house you want to build. And right 
now with costs restricting every generous 
move of the pencil, no game could be more 
exasperating. However, since a_ well- 
planned house costs no more than one 
which is poorly planned, any attempt to 
get more living in the house is worthwhile. 


Recently we received from W. E. Stewart 
of San Diego the floor plan reproduced on 
this page. He wanted a critical appraisal. 
His plan was supposed to give the Stew- 
arts: (1) well-protected outdoor living, 
(2) view of the ocean from living room, 
(3) opportunity for changes as the family 
grew, (4) informal guest quarters arranged 
so that guests would not feel underfoot. 
A quick glance at the plan might give the 
impression that everything was taken care 
of. But when you visualize the number of 
activities that will go on in the house, sev- 
eral weaknesses appear. 


Outstanding faults are: 





1. The connection between living room 
and patio is so inadequate that both areas 
suffer. Only when the inside and outside 
rooms have visual as well as physical con- 
nection do they expand one into the other. 





2. The living-room fireplace, located be- 
tween two doors, would present a difficult 
furniture arrangement problem. Traffic 
lanes should be kept away from a fireplace.

The revised plan was submitted to the 
Stewarts. They had questions, of course. 
The exciting and painful process of revis- 
ing and cutting to meet a budget is still 
going on. But in the first two chapters of 
their planning outlined above, home plan- 
ners everywhere should find cause for 
thought.

1948 winners take their places alongside 
impressive list of favorites 


BECAUSE much of the fun in garden- 
ing comes from trying something new, it 
will pay you to have a look at the current 
All America Selections in the flower divi- 
sion. This year’s choices have been nar- 
rowed down to three: cosmos Radiance, 
petunia Pink Sensation, and marigold Red 
Head. Judging by such past winners as 
ageratum Midget Blue, marigold Butter- 
ball, nierembergia Purple Robe, scabiosa 
Blue Moon, snapdragon Rosalie, and ver- 
bena Floradale Beauty, we think there is 
an excellent chance that these newcomers 
will one day be standard garden favorites. 
Highlight of this season is Radiance, the 
first bi-colored giant cosmos ever to be 
offered. A silver medal winner, it was 
created by crossing the earlier prize win- 
ning Sensation cosmos with a species from 
India. The result is a gigantic bi-color of 
rich rose-pink with a wide band of deep 
crimson circling the tuft of golden yellow 
stamens in the center. 

You can grow Radiance as easily from 
seed as you can any other cosmos. If you 
sow seed early in the year, use flats or 
pots. Later, after the weather warms up, 
you may sow directly in the open ground, 
although you will need to take the usual 
precautions to prevent drying out of the 
seed bed. Since the cosmos gives its best 
crop of flowers in late summer and early 
fall, there need be no hurry about sowing 
the seeds. 

If there is a spot in your garden that calls 
for a tall, temporary hedge, plant this 
cosmos. At the same time, it can be used

as a background for other summer and fall 
annuals. Try combining Radiance with 
scabiosa Blue Moon, white annual baby’s 
breath (Gypsophila elegans), and some 
drifts of gladioli in shades of pink, lav- 
ender, and purple. Edge the border with 
perennial white cups (Nierembergia rivu- 
laris) or, if you wish a darker color, with 
nierembergia Purple Robe. 

Pink Sensation petunia is an unusually 
vigorous 2-foot plant covered with a pro- 
fusion of large, single, rosy pink flowers. 
Because of its stiff, upright growth, this 
petunia can be used in the foreground of 
beds or borders, or even as a low hedge. 
Its long stems are good also for cutting. 


As the seeds of petunias are rather diffi- 
cult to germinate, use a mixture of 144 sand 
and 1% peat moss in the seed flat and do 
not tamp it down heavily. 

Red Head is an appropriate name for a 
new, compact, sturdy marigold, covered 
with 2-inch blooms that open a dark ma- 
hogany red and gradually fade to auburn 
and bronze-gold. 


For warm colors, combine Red Head with 
yellow and orange marigolds, zinnias, sal- 
piglossis, or dwarf dahlias. A softer effect 
would result if you combined this fiery 
little marigold with love-in-a-mist (nigella) 
or blue lace flower (didiscus) and added 
an edging of Cambridge Blue _lobelia, 
ageratum Midget Blue, or dwarf, white 
sweet alyssum. 

If asters are among your favorite flowers, 
be sure to grow Queen of the Market 
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Aster Ballet Queen, rose tinted with sal- 
mon, is wilt resistant and has long stems 
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Marigold Red Head is compact and bushy 


strain, an improved wilt resistant type 
which produces blooms the size of teacups. 
Like most of the prize-winning annuals, 
this variety has long stems that remain 
straight and are strong enough to hold the 
heavy, full petaled flowers upright in ar- 
rangements. Although the pastel shades 
in this strain combine well with many 
other annuals, asters are never quite so 
effective as when planted in blocks of sev- 
eral different harmonizing colors. A new 
variety, Ballet Queen, introduces an un- 
usual color, a deep rose tinted with salmon. 
You might also try some of last year’s All 
America winners, including a red phlox, 
an orange-red marigold, and a double 
white larkspur. 

The new tetraploid Phlox Drummondii 
var. Tetra Red, is larger in every way 
than older varieties of phlox. The plants 
are more upright than spreading, and the 
long stems are firm and straight. 
Because dark red is not always the easiest 
color to use in the garden, try combining 
this annual with white petunias, small 
white zinnias, white verbenas, or simply 
white annual phlox. 

A brilliant partner for the new Red Head 
marigold is last year’s winner, Naughty 
Marietta. It grows to about the same 
height as Red Head, about 12 inches, and 
has golden yellow flowers with a maroon 
spot at the base of the petal. With this 
bright annual you might use as an edging 
the creeping zinnia (Sanvitalia procum- 
bens) which has small, double, yellow flow- 
ers. For contrasting edge, use light blue 
lobelia or dwarf ageratum. 

For you who like your flowers large, there 
is marigold Mammoth Mum, whose in- 
formal lemon yellow blooms measure 314 
inches or more in diameter. Strong, erect, 
bushy, heat resistant plants with long 
stems and abundant bloom are character- 
istics of this marigold which gets along 
with less care than many annuals. 
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In this California Centennial year,

Rose Applause 


Rose survey 


To help you choose the new roses 
best suited to your garden 


IF YOU ARE buying new roses, the 
most reliable guide is the opinion of a rose 
specialist who is growing them under cli- 
matic conditions similar to those in your 
own garden. To help you decide which of 
the 1948 All-America Rose Selections to 
buy this year, Sunset asked three experts 
to record observations based on the per- 
formance of these roses during the past 
year in their gardens. 

Following are reports from Fred Edmunds, 
curator of the International Rose Test 
Gardens, Portland, and from rosarians 
John Paul Edwards, Oakland (Central 
California), and Fred Walters of La Can- 
ada, in Southern California. 

In general, the reports on these roses are 
remarkably similar, indicating the high 
calibre of varieties included in the final 
All-America Rose Selections. 

Variations in resistance to mildew are due 


Diamond Jubilee, top All-America rose 


for 1948, has fragrant, warm buff-orange 
flowers and forms a large, sturdy bush 


to climatic differences. Because Mr. Ed- 
munds and Mr. Edwards tested these roses 
in areas where cool, moist conditions pre- 
dominate, their reports almost always 
agree and may be followed safely by gar- 
deners along the coast or in coastal val- 
leys. On the other hand, Mr. Walters’ re- 
ports can be followed just as confidently 
by those living in dry climates everywhere. 
Because it will not be available until the 
fall of 1948, no report is given here on the 
new rose, Applause, which was the sole 
winner of the Gold Medal awarded this 
year by the Bagatelle Gardens, Paris, 
France. Originated in the Research De- 
partment of Armstrong Nurseries, On- 
tario, California, by Herbert C. Swim, 
this variety, which has large, double, deep 
rich, pink flowers, gives promise of taking 
a favored place alongside such famous 
roses as Charlotte Armstrong.

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How to buy a rug 


Basic facts for your guidance 


YOU can be fairly sure now of finding 
good merchandise when you shop for floor 
coverings. Shortages of materials no longer 
force substitutions; quality is about the 
same as before the war. 
Because carpets and rugs represent a 
major investment, we did as much re- 
searching as we could on the subject of 
fabric quality, and then tested our infor- 
mation by shopping in several stores. 
You'll get more for your money if you re- 
member these pointers: 


BASIC RULES 

Know the manufacturer. The brand name 
of a nationally advertised mill is your best 
assurance of quality. 

Ask questions of your salesman. If he 
knows his business, he should be able to 
explain vital features like the following: 
Blending of yarns: In floor coverings, the 
more different types of wool used, the bet- 
ter the fabric. Sometimes as many as six 
different yarns are used in one rug. This 
applies to wool rugs. Cotton is so costly 
now that cotton rugs approach wool in 
price. For example, wool at $11 a yard 
wears approximately four times longer 
than a cotton rug costing $6.a yard. If 
price and washability are all-important, 
you may prefer cotton. 

Linen rugs are made from the heavier and 
stronger outer fibres of the flax plant. A 
nonpile weave, they are reversible, really 
two rugs in ene. Flax is resistant to 
dirt and wear. It is easily cleaned with 
soap and water. Prices are approximately 
the same as for cotton. 

Number of rows per inch of weave: Closely 
woven fabrics are more durable and con- 
siderably longer wearing. 

Pitch or number of pile ends per inch: This 
averages from 180 to 256 in standard 
weaves such as Wilton, Velvet or Axmin- 
ster in quality products. (These three 
names define certain types of loom action 
which produce not only different appear- 
ing rugs but different back appearances.) 
Make these tests for quality: 

Inspect the backing of the rug. It should 
be sturdy, of jute or heavy cotton. 
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Note the rows of weave on the back. They 
should be close together, smooth and reg- 
ular. Since you can rarely tell a good rug 
by looking at it, it’s important to feel its 
texture. Well blended wools are soft, pli- 
able, yet firm, while inferior blends are in- 
clined to feel bristly or to mat together. 
There are some hooked and looped weaves 
that are not soft, yet are tightly woven on 
the back and long wearing. 


HOW TO GRADE PERFORMANCE 

For performance, keep two points in mind: 
Where do you intend to use the rug? 

For halls and heavy traffic areas, friezes 
are more durable than modern textures or 
very thick piles; solid surfaces such as vel- 
vets will show wear sooner than weave 
patterns or carved surfaces. 

Will it retain its color? 

If you are following the present trend to- 
ward light shades, select a muted tone. 
The natural dust accumulation in the air 
will soon discolor and dull a brighter tone. 
There is no such thing as a perfect carpet 
or rug. The size of the looms and the 
weight of the materials used create certain 
imperfections. There is no need to be 
alarmed if you understand why and rea- 
lize that all good floor coverings are heir 
to the same ills. 

AILMENTS OF RUGS 

There are four common ailments: 
Fluffing or shedding is usual. For several 
months your new rug will appear to be 
dissolving into fuzz. It will be noticeable 
when you clean and will bunch up in 
heavy traffic areas. It is caused by short 
wool fibers which remain in the face of the 
carpet after the pile has been sheared. 
Shooting or sprouting occurs when loose 
threads appear above the surface of the 
pile. These may be extra long tufts or 
pieces of backing material that have work- 
ed through to the surface. These ends 
should be clipped off even with the pile. 
Shading, another carpet ailment, is char- 
acteristic of all pile floor coverings and is 
actually an indication of high quality wool 
or worsted fabric. Spots of shading will 
appear alternately light or dark when 
viewed from different angles. They are 
caused by tufts in the pile surface slant- 
ing away from the pile. There is no per- 
manent solution for this condition al- 
though a good rug cushion will lessen flat- 
tening of the pile. Running a hot iron on 
a damp cloth over the affected areas will 
help even the pile. 


CARE OF RUGS 

Good floor coverings are expensive. They 
deserve the best of care. A mat under a 
rug makes it last longer. Also, a well 
cleaned carpet will outwear by several 
years one which has been neglected. Par- 
ticles of dirt, grit, or grease destroy the 
fibers in a comparatively short time.

Leather accordion for quick display 
of wonder child 


THERE’S room for five treasured snap- 
shots in this folding leather photograph 
holder, designed for Sunset readers by Jim 
and Rhoda Pack. The frame is a good in- 
troduction to working with leather. It will 
stand on a proud grandfather’s desk or 
fold up and slip into his pocket, ready for 
on-the-spot display. 

The photograph holder is best made of 
lightweight calf or pigskin of the grades 
known to the trade as L or LL—light and 
very light. If you have any difficulty ob- 
taining the leather, write to Sunset for the 
address of a leathercraft supply house. In 
addition to the leather, you also will need: 
butcher paper and heavy cardboard; ruler; 
carpenter square and sharp knife, or long- 
bladed scissors; rubber cement and small 
brush; ice pick or other hole-punching 
tool; needle with a large eye and heavy 
linen thread; beeswax. 


YOUR PATTERN 

The first step is to make your pattern of 
heavy butcher paper. Use photographs of 
uniform size. Trim the pictures if neces- 
sary, leaving at least 44-inch border. Draw 
your pattern on butcher paper, using a 
ruler and following the proportions in the 
diagram below. 

Fold the paper along dotted lines. To test 
your pattern, slide the pictures into place. 
Allow 14-inch clearance between picture 
and dotted line on pattern, both top and 
bottom to provide an easy fit. 


WORKING THE LEATHER 

Lay the leather, right side up, on a clean, 
smooth surface. Place the pattern on the 
leather, and holding it firmly, trace its 
outline on the leather with a pencil. 

If you use the square-and-knife method to 
cut, put the heavy cardboard underneath

To make sewing easier, punch holes in the 
leather so that needle need not be forced. 
Set folds by creasing with a knife handle 


to protect the table. Hold the square firmly 
against the leather and draw the knife 
smoothly and steadily along the edge of 
the square. If you use scissors, be sure to 
make a clean cut. 

Draw the horizontal fold line on the inside 
of the leather to correspond to that on the 
pattern. (A in the diagram.) To hold the 
fold in the leather, apply rubber cement 
along the center of the fold line. 

As the cement dries, draw lines % inch in 
toward the center from each fold line, try- 
ing not to mess the cement. (B in the dia- 
gram.) After the cement has dried, fold the 
top and bottom edges to these lines. 

As the cement secures the flap only tem- 
porarily, draw a guide line ;*; inch from 
the edge along the top and bottom and 
sew the turn-down securely with a running 
stitch. If the needle is quite sharp, you 
may be able to pierce the leather with the 
sharp point. It is advisable, however, to 
punch holes in the leather so that the nee- 
dle will pass through easily and quickly. 
During the punching operation, place a 
piece of heavy cardboard under leather. 
When you finish stitching, place the pho- 
tographs in the folder. Make one fold and 
set it carefully into the leather by creasing 
with a knife handle or another smooth, 
round object. Next, finish the fold-over 
flap. To do this, insert a filler of leather to 
make the fold-over uniformly thick, and 
secure the entire flap with rubber cement. 


VARIATIONS 

You can stitch a second piece onto the 
fold-over and make a pocket to hold 
smaller snapshots. 

If you wish to protect the pictures from 
wear and tear and dust, make windows of 
plastic and stitch into place at the same 
time you stitch the fold-down. This will 
not be practical for five-picture folders 
because of the resulting bulkiness; limit 
yourself accordingly.

Circle lantern 


Sheet metal lighting fixture useful on porch or wall 


LIGHT shines in shadowed rings through 
the frosted glass of this small lantern. It is 
made of painted tin and is especially attrac- 
tive against a white garden wall or over a 
doorway. It also can be used as a porch 
or terrace light. 

For the lantern you will need light sheet 
metal or tin sheet, frosted glass for sides, a 
lamp socket, sheet metal screws, and a wall 
bracket. Tools required are pliers, tin snips, 
soldering iron, and screwdriver. 


Make 30 two-inch circles by curving strips 
of tin 34 inches wide and 634 inches long 
around a short length of 114-inch pipe. Out- 
side perimeter of this size pipe is just under 
2 inches. For the locking lap joining the 
circle, fold 14 inch of the strip up at one end 
and down at the other. Pinch these ends 
together with a small pair of pliers and tap 
them flat with a light hammer while the 
ring is still over the pipe. These lapped 
joints need not be soldered. Detail of ring 
construction is shown in drawings B, C, 


and D.

The lantern frame is made of strips of tin 
34 inches wide, bent down the center to 











make a right-angle fold. The frame strips 
are overlapped to form the corners as shown 
in detail A. The corners are soldered to 
hold them rigid. 

Six circles are soldered together to make 
the end rectangles; 9 are used to form front 
and back. Circle sections are soldered to 
the frame at the corners. 

The lid is a single piece of tin, 4 by 6 inches, 
on which the light socket is mounted. It is 
fastened to the frame at the top 4 corners 
with sheet metal screws which allow it to 
be removed to change the light globe. 

The entire lantern is finished with 2 or more 
coats of flat black paint.

OATMEAL YEAST BREAD 


Make this bread with either quick- 
cooking or regular rolled oats. Break- 
fast leftovers are quite all right to use. 
12 cups rolled oats 
2 cups boiling water 
2 teaspoons salt 
¥3 cup brown sugar 
V3 cup shortening 
cake fresh yeast 
Y2 cup lukewarm water 
42 to 5 cups sifted all-purpose flour 


Cook rolled oats mixture first, allowing 
30 to 45 minutes for it to become luke- 
warm. Add rolled oats gradually to 
boiling salted water and cook 5 min- 
utes, stirring constantly. Stir in sugar 
and shortening. Let cool. 

Crumble yeast into lukewarm water; 
stir to dissolve. Add to cooled cooked 
oats. Add half the amount of flour and 


beat well until smooth. Add remainder 
of flour and work with hand to form a 
fairly firm dough. Knead on lightly 
floured board until dough is smooth 
and elastic. Place in bowl and cover 
with a damp cloth; let rise about 2 
hours, until double in size. Divide in 
half and form into two loaves. Place 
in greased pans; cover, and let rise 
about 1 hour or until doubled. Bake in 
a hot oven (425°) for 10 minutes, then 
lower temperature to moderate (375°) 
and continue baking 30 minutes longer 
until done. Remove from pans and 
cool on rack. Brush tops lightly with 
butter or margarine. Makes 2 loaves 
bread.

Adventures in food 


A clinical study of rice cookery 


COOKING rice perfectly, we’ve con- 
cluded, must depend in part, at least, on 
the cook’s character and disposition! For 
while there are many “best” methods for 
preparing rice that is fluffy, dry, and grain- 
perfect, no one method seems best for 
every cook. So, whether you are impulsive 
or patient, our investigation into some of 
the nuances of rice flavor and cookery 
may guide you in getting what you want 
from this world-honored grain. 

Rice may be classified into three types: 
long grain, medium grain, and short grain 
or California pearl. In our study we were 
particularly concerned with short grain 
rice cookery: first, because this rice is a 
Western product; and second, because it 
is often ignored in cook books. Nine times 
out of 10 the homemaker will select long 
grain rice for her family, although the 
only reason we can point to is the words 
“long grain” and “rice” are synonymous 
to her. Short grain rice needs recipe boost- 
ing. Properly prepared, it can be fluffy, 
separated, and just as dry as you wish.

BEST METHOD FOR RICE COOKERY 

We recognize the fact that there are many 
best ways to cook rice, and that these 
methods apply to all types of rice, with 
variations only in cooking time. Brown 
rice and long grain rice take slightly longer 
and are a little less apt to become soggy 
and pasty when overcooked. 

We tried all the methods in the same me- 
dium-weight type of saucepan and made 
our comparisons. It’s one thing to com- 
pare from memory and quite another to 
judge two products side by each on a 
testing plate. 

RICE, CHINESE METHOD 

One of the. easiest ways of cooking rice 
is this steaming method. All you need is 
a medium-weight kettle or saucepan with 
a tightly fitted cover, a nice sense of tim- 
ing, and a firm control over a cook’s nat- 
ural desire to peek into the pot. 

Place 1 cup of rice in a large strainer and 
let cold water run over it until the water 
is clear, or wash the rice in about 5 changes 
of cold water. Lift and stir the rice gently 
with the fingers. Don’t scrub it between

the palms of the hand, for this breaks 
the grains. 

Choose a saucepan or kettle with a tightly 
fitted cover, and grease the bottom lightly 
with a little oil or shortening. Place the 
washed rice in the pan and pour 114 cups 
cold water over it... the Chinese say 
enough water to cover the rice’ and to 
reach the first joint of the forefinger. Add 
1% teaspoon salt. Cover the pan and place 
it over high heat. When steam starts to 
come out from under the lid, turn the heat 
very low and let the rice steam for about 
15 minutes. Do not lift the pan cover dur- 
ing the cooking process, and watch the 
time in order to have the rice attain the 
degree of doneness which your family pre- 
fers. When you remove the lid you will 
find that all the water is absorbed and 
that the rice grains are fluffy and sepa- 
rated. The cup of raw rice will swell to 
about 21% to 3 cups of cooked rice. 
Comments: 

We omitted washing the rice, and found 
that the unwashed grains cooked just as 
nicely by the Chinese method as the care- 
fully washed rice. Examined side by side 
the unwashed cooked rice grains seemed a 
bit more independent of each other, while 
the washed cooked grains clung ever so 
lightly and were just a shade whiter. 
Brown rice may be cooked by the same 
method. Allow a few minutes longer cook- 
ing time. 

If your pan is not heavy enough, or the 
heat is a little too high, you may have a 
brown crust in the bottom of the cooking 
pan. Be sure to lift this rice out and eat it, 
for it has a delicious popcorn-like flavor. 
Use the same cooking method and the 
same proportion of rice and water for 
larger amounts but be sure that your 
saucepan is in proportion, too. Rice can- 
not steam properly in a crowded space. 
RICE MILLERS’ METHOD 

The method for rice cookery recommend- 
ed by the rice millers is a variation of the 
Chinese steaming one, the main difference 
being that boiling water is used at the 
start of cooking. 

Wash 2 cups rice in cold water. Use a small 
amount of water for each rinsing, and 
change it about five times. Place in a 
heavy 2-quart saucepan and add 24% cups 
boiling water and 34 teaspoon salt. Cover 
with a tight lid and bring to a boil. Do 
not lift the lid, but listen for the sounds of 
the rice striking the sides of the kettle 
which will indicate the start of boiling. 
Boil 8 minutes. Set over low heat for 10 
minutes. Remove from heat and let stand 
5 minutes before removing the cover. 


CHEF WILLIAMS’ RECIPE 

Our friend, Chef of the West L. B. Wil- 
liams, passed along a recipe which he de- 
pends on when he wants dry, fluffy rice. 
Measure 1 cup rice. Do not wash. In a 
large kettle heat to boiling 3 quarts of 
water to which 34 to 1 teaspoon salt has 
been added. Sprinkle in rice slowly, add- 
ing the grains a few at a time so that the 
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water keeps boiling actively. Do not cover. 
The grains should dance about during the 
cooking period of 12 to 15 minutes. When 
rice is cooked, add 1 teaspoon shortening, 
then drain carefully in a colander or sieve. 
Return rice to kettle and place over low 
heat for a few minutes to dry. 
Comment: 

Be sure you have a large kettle for this 
one. We find that the addition of a few 
drops of lemon juice to the water whitens 
the grains and firms them ever so slightly. 


BROWNED RICE 

This is one of the ways we like to prepare 
rice when we wish to serve it with pot 
roast and gravy, or with baked chops. 
Brown | cup rice lightly in a heavy skillet, 
stirring it frequently to prevent scorching. 
Add 1% cups boiling water and a bouillon 
cube, 14 teaspoon salt, and a few drops of 
soy sauce. Cover the pan tightly and 
steam until rice is fluffy. Just before serv- 
ing drop a few bits of butter over the top. 
Rice may be toasted under the broiler or 
in a hot oven to get this same effect. Place 
the toasted rice in a casserole, add the 
liquid, and steam it in a moderate oven 
(350°) for about 35 to 40 minutes. 
Comment: 

This method gives the rice a beautiful 
color and a nut-like flavor, quite similar 
to wild rice. 

The rice may be browned in a little butter 
or shortening and this same method fol- 
lowed with a slightly different flavor as 
the result. A small amount of minced 
onion, garlic, and parsley may be added to 
the rice in cooking. 


4RMENIAN RICE OR PILAFF 
Not long ago we learned a new trick in 
preparing browned rice, and so we include 
it in our kitchen study. An Armenian 
friend showed us how she crumbled a small 
portion of vermicelli in the palm of her 
hand before cooking it with the rice. The 
reason for this addition is that the tiny 
bits of macaroni products help to keep the 
rice grains separate, and of course, it’s im- 
possible to identify them among the rice 
grains when both are cooked. 

VY pound butter or margarine 

V2 cup vermicelli, crumbled very fine 

1% cups rice, well washed 

4 cups boiling water, OR meat or chicken 
stock 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Melt butter in a fairly deep, heavy sauce- 
pan. Add crumbled vermicelli. Stir until 
it is a light brown. Add washed rice and 
cook it slowly until it crackles, about 3 
minutes. Pour in water or stock; add salt 
and pepper to taste. Cover pan and cook 
slowly until water is almost all absorbed. 
Set pan in a moderate oven (350°) for a 
short period until it is ready to serve. 
Comment: 
The amount of butter or margarine used 
is optional but the proportion used in the 
recipe gives it a delicious richness. For 
pink rice use tomato juice or sauce for 
part of the liquid.

MANY A MAN, viewing the current 
trend toward ready-made dehydrated 
and frozen foods, and speculating about 
whole dinners compressed into the circum- 
ference of small white pills, has cried out 
with vehemence for foods of the good old 
days. While we can enjoy the great con- 
venience of these modern foods, it would 
be a mistake to forget the rich-flavored 
recipes of tradition. Some have not been 
content with a sigh and a look backwards; 
memory has driven them to the kitchen. 
There, in well-thumbed, tattered, and 
stained cook books they’ve found the old 
family recipes that used to make their 
young hearts glad. 

Chefs of the West are interested in better 
cooking wherever they find it. A recipe 
does not have to be startlingly new or un- 
usual to warrant the high bonnet of rec- 
ognition. Thus we send our first cap of the 
month to C. 1. McReynolds of Tucson, 
Arizona, for a recipe he found in the old 
hand-written cook book of his wife’s 
mother. We agree with him that collect- 
ing such culinary heirlooms as this one 
is a mighty fine idea. 

This is very fancy fixing and equally fancy 
eating. The good lady who originally 
penned the recipe acquired it from The 
Tron House, which was located on Mont- 
gomery Street between Jackson and Paci- 
fic when San Francisco was first establish- 
ing itself as a Mecca for gourmets from 
all over the world. 

If you don’t have cockle shells in which to 
serve the chicken, it’s just as good on toast 
rounds. The broth derived from simmer- 
ing will make superlative soup. 


CHICKEN IN THE SHELL 
(about 3-pound) frying chicken, disjointed 
onion, sliced 
bay leaf 
whole cloves 
blade mace 
whole peppercorns 
tablespoon butter 
tablespoon flour 
pint heavy cream 
truffle, sliced 
dozen mushrooms, chopped fine 
White pepper 

2 egg yolks 

2 tablespoons sherry 
Place chicken, onion, bay leaf, cloves, 
mace, and peppercorns in a heavy stew 
pot. Cover with boiling salted water and 
simmer slowly for about 1 hour or longer, 
until chicken is tender. Set aside to cool.

Make Sauce: Melt butter in the top of the 
double boiler over low heat. Blend in flour 
but do not allow to brown. Pour in cream 
gradually, stirring constantly to smooth, 
and add truffle, mushrooms, a dash of 
white pepper, then the diced chicken. 
Taste for salt content. Place over boiling 
water until quite hot. Add some of the hot 
sauce to beaten egg yolks, blending well. 
Return to sauce in double boiler, and cook

Beat 2 of the 
egg whites until they are stiff, but not 
dry; fold lightly into cake batter. Pour 
into 2 well-greased and floured layer cake 
pans. Bake in a moderate oven (350°) 25 
to 30 minutes. Remove from pans and 
cool on rack. 
Apple Frosting: Peel and grate 1 green 
apple. Beat remaining 2 egg whites until 
stiff, then beat in gradually 1 cup sugar 
and grated apple. Use as filling and frost- 
ing for cake.

FROZEN LEMON CREAM CHEESE 
This is subtly reminiscent of cheesecake, 
and much easier to make!

Y2 cup top milk 
egg, well beaten 
Y% cup sugar

teaspoon grated lemon peel 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
Beat cottage cheese until very light. Add 
milk and continue beating. Combine re- 
maining ingredients and add to milk and 
cheese mixture. Pour into freezing tray 
and freeze rapidly for about 114 hours. 
Remove to chilled bowl and beat vigor- 
ously. Return to refrigerator and complete 
freezing.

LEMON PRESERVES 

Add these two preserves to your list of 
all-year canning recipes. 

Lemon Marmalade: Allow 11% pounds of 
sugar for every pound of lemons. Grate 
peel from half of the lemons and peel the 
other half. Slice fruit into bowl, remove 
seeds. Crush slices with back of spoon; 
drain juice into kettle. Add sugar and a 
small amount of water. Place over heat 
and stir until sugar is dissolved. Bring to 
a boil; cook for 6 minutes. Skim. Stir in 
sliced lemons and peel. Boil gently for 35 
minutes. Pour into hot sterilized jelly 
glasses and seal at once. 

Lemon Honey Jelly: Combine %4 cup 
lemon juice and 21% cups honey in a large 
saucepan. Bring to a boil and stir in 14 cup 
liquid pectin. Boil for 2144 minutes. Pour 
into hot sterilized glasses and seal. Makes 
about 5 glasses.

Lemon-Coconut Cream Filling: Cook to- 
gether in double boiler until thick and 
smooth 1 cup sugar, juice and grated peel 
of 1 lemon, and 2 beaten egg yolks. Add 
1 cup coconut and spread while warm be- 
tween cake layers. 
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LEMON PINEAPPLE WHIP 
Light and airy, this dessert is no trouble 
at all to make or eat. 
1 package lemon-flavored gelatin 
1 cup hot water 
VY cup pineapple juice 
4 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 cup canned crushed pineapple, well drained 
V2 cup whipping cream 
Dissolve gelatin in hot water. Add pine- 
apple juice and 3 tablespoons of the lemon 
juice. Chill until mixture starts to set. Fold 
in crushed pineapple. Beat cream and add 
1 tablespoon lemon juice to it. Fold into 
padding. Chill until set and serve in sher- 
bet glasses. Makes 6 servings. 


LEMON CATSUP 

Use this to flatter fish or game. A drop or 
two won’t hurt your salad dressing, either. 
Combine in a large kettle 12 lemons, 
grated peel and juice, 4 tablespoons mus- 
tard seed, 1 tablespoon each turmeric and 
white pepper, 114 teaspoons cloves, 1 tea- 
spoon mace, 2 tablespoons each sugar and 
salt, 2 tablespoons horseradish, 1 onion, 
finely cut; 14 teaspoon Cayenne, and 1% 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce. Allow to 
stand for about 3 hours. Bring to a boil 
and cook 30 minutes. Pour into a crock, 
cover, and let stand for 2 weeks, stirring 
well each day. Reheat, strain, and pour 
into sterilized jars or bottles. Seal. 


DRESS UP MENUS WITH LEMONS 


Crabmeat in Lemon Rings: Prepare lemon- 
flavored fruit gelatin following directions 
on the package but using 1% cup lemon 
juice in place of some of the water. Mold 
in individual ring molds. Fill the centers 
with flaked seasoned crabmeat. 

Lemon Balls: Blend together 14 cup but- 
ter or margarine, 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice, and 14 teaspoon curry powder. 
Shape into balls, using chilled butter pad- 
dles. Serve with artichokes, broccoli, as- 
paragus, and other vegetables. 

Lemon Biscuits: Prepare baking powder 
biscuits in the usual way. Before baking, 
saturate sugar lumps in lemon juice. Press 
a lump into top of each biscuit and then 
sprinkle liberally with grated lemon peel. 
Bake as usual. 

Lemon Avocado Appetizer: Prepare tiny 
biscuits, substituting lemon juice for milk 
in the recipe. When cooked, split and 
spread with a mixture of avocado mashed 
with lemon juice and seasoned with salt 
and pepper. 

Lemon Sherry Dressing: Combine Western 
fruits with Western lemons and Western 
wine for salad news. Combine 4% cup 
lemon juice, 4g teaspoon salt, 14 cup sugar, 
and 2 tablespoons sherry. Shake to mix. 
Lemon Confetti Salad Dressing: Combine 
14 cup sugar, 14 cup lemon juice, 2 table- 
spoons olive oil, 2 tablespoons grated 
onion, 2 tablespoons chopped celery, and 
1 tablespoon each chopped green pepper 
and pimento. Chill in sealed jar and mix 
well before using.

LAMB MINT, one common name for that 
fast-growing, hard-to-kill garden herb, 
spearmint, suggests only its most frequent 
use. Small crisp leaves from this fragrant 
plant can be used to good advantage in 
sauces, jellies, and for decorative bits. 


THREE MINT SAUCES 
Tart Mint Sauce: In order to get a full, 
well-blended flavor in this sauce, it is best 
to make it at least 14 hour before using. 
Let it stand in the refrigerator or a cool 
place until time to serve. 
Combine 3 tablespoons hot water and 114 
tablespoons confectioners’ sugar. Stir to dis- 
solve sugar and cool. Add 1 cup finely 
chopped mint leaves and 14 cup strained 
lemon juice (preferred), or white vinegar. 
Chill before serving. 
Orange and Lemon Mint Sauce: This is a 
slightly more elaborate sauce combining 
mint with citrus flavors. In the top of the 
double boiler combine: 
teaspoon each grated orange and lemon peel 
V4 cup each orange and lemon juice 
V4 cup finely chopped mint leaves 
tablespoon confectioners’ sugar 

Ye teaspoon each salt, paprika, and nutmeg 
Place over gently bubbling water and let 
steep for 30 minutes. Serve hot. 
Simple Mint Sauce: Pick a generous hand- 
ful of mint, dip briefly in water and shake 
to dry. Place on chopping board and chop 
until very fine. To 144 cup chopped mint, 
add about 1 tablespoon sugar, 1 tablespoon 
vinegar, and a little salt. Let stand an hour 
before serving.

MINTED APPLE JELLY 

Lamb and mint jelly are inseparable com- 
panions, their flavors complementary to 
each other. Here is a recipe for an apple 
jelly lightly touched with mint and with a 
trace of green food coloring. 

Choose firm, tart apples. Wipe, stem, and 
cut into quarters. Place in a medium-sized 
saucepan. Add a small amount of water, 
enough to be seen through the top layer of 
apples. Cook the fruit gently until it is soft. 
Pour into a jelly bag or cloth and let juice 
drip into container. Do not squeeze bag 
if you want clear jelly. 

Measure juice into saucepan and cook for

Add about 34 cup sugar to each 
cup juice. Continue cooking until just be- 
fore jelly stage. In the meantime have a 
bunch of mint washed and shaken dry. Hold 
by stems and crush very lightly by pound- 
ing with the back of a wooden spoon. Swish 
the mint through the jelly until it takes on 
the desired taste. Add a few drops green 
vegetable coloring; avoid making it vivid. 
Continue cooking the jelly until it sheets 
from a spoon. Pour into hot sterilized 
glasses, and paraffin at once. 





MINT JELLY 
Here is another jelly, a little more robust in 
flavor, which is delicious with meat. 
1 cup tightly packed mint leaves 
1 cup water 
Y2 cup cider vinegar 
32 cups sugor 
V2 cup liquid pectin 
Few drops green food coloring 
Wash leaves and stems of mint; shake to re- 
move water. Cut fine with scissors. Add 
water and vinegar; bring to a boil. Cover 
and simmer for 10 minutes. Strain liquid 
and add sugar; bring to a rolling boil. Add 
pectin at once and boil 1% minute. Add 
coloring. Pour into hot sterilized glasses. 
Makes about 5 glasses jelly. 


FROSTED MINT LEAVES 

Use these leaves as decorative additions to 
salads or desserts. They may be made in 
advance of serving and stored successfully 
if they are wrapped in waxed paper and 
kept in a dry place. 

Wash large mint leaves and shake off ex- 
cess water. Add 1 teaspoon water to an egg 
white, then beat white until it is stiff. Dip 
mint leaves, one by one, into egg white. 
Holding over a cup or flat dish of sugar, 
spoon sugar over each leaf. Shake gently 
and place on waxed paper to dry. 


PEAR-A-MINT SALAD 

Place drained, chilled, cooked pear halves 
on crisp lettuce leaves, and fill center with 
a heaping tablespoon of cottage cheese. Top 
with a teaspoon of mint jelly. 


MINTED PEARS 

Drain syrup from canned pears and meas- 
ure into saucepan. For each cup syrup, add 
1 tablespoon mint jelly. Heat to boiling; 
cool. Place pear halves in serving dishes and 
cover with cooled sauce. 


MINT SUGGESTIONS 

Try adding a mint leaf or two to applesauce 
during the last few minutes of cooking. 
Add two or three chopped mint leaves to 
fruit salad. 

Add chopped mint to cottage cheese before 
serving it in peach halves. 

Sprinkle chopped mint leaves, as much as 
you like, over the top of buttered carrots 
before serving.

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JANUARY 


in Central California Gardens 


WHEREVER YOU live, planting of 
hardy trees and shrubs, pruning, and 
spraying are likely to be the most impor- 
tant items on your January gardening 
calendar. If you adjust your schedule to 
the weather and make every clear day a 
garden workday, you have an excellent 
chance of completing all necessary work 
at the right time. 





PLANTING 

If a heavy planting season is in store for 
you, set out deciduous material first. Aft- 
erward, you can take care of those ever- 
green shrubs and trees in containers or 
with balled roots. 

Set out bare-root roses, berries, fruit trees, 
flowering shrubs, trees, and vines before 
their first green leaf buds appear. Plant- 
ing after that time may result in a set- 
back which will cause the young leaves to 
wilt and will delay future leaf growth. 
New fruit trees, usually 2 years old, come 
from the nursery as thin, long whips which 
must be cut back when planted. Many 
nurseries prune the trees at the time of 
purchase; if this has not been done, you 
should cut at a point above the third or 
fourth well-placed lateral shoot. Shorten 
these laterals to 2 or 3 buds. Be careful 
not to cut too close to the bud or it may 
die. Trim back broken or bruised roots, 
and keep the roots moist before planting. 
Ieel into a trench any trees that cannot 
be set out immediately. 

For new trees dig holes Jarge enough to 
accommodate their roots without crowd- 
ing. Build up a cone-shaped mound of soil 
in the bottom of the hole and spread the 
roots over it. As with roses, the bud union 
of fruit trees should be on a level or just 
slightly above the surface of the ground. 
To assure planting at the proper depth, 
place a stake or the long handle of a tool 
across the hole. Place the tree in the cen- 
ter of the hole, tying it to the stake or 
handle so it is held in the correct position 
while the soil is being filled in. Follow this 
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method if you happen to be planting trees 
by yourself. 

Settle the soil by running water slowly 
into the newly filled hole. Tramping heav- 
ily about the roots may injure them. 


BALLOON FLOWER 

Of the perennials which will bloom the 
first year if seed is sown early, balloon 
flower (platycodon) is one of the most 
outstanding. Its common name derives 
from the shape of the buds, which are 
almost as attractive as the star-shaped, 
lavender-blue flowers. You can buy seeds 
of this uncommon plant in a blue or white 
flowered form about 18 inches tall and in 
a lower variety, P. Mariesii, which also 
has blue or white flowers. Once established 
in the garden, the platycodon is quite 
enduring, dying down cleanly in the fall 
and coming up fairly late in the spring. 
Seeds of platycodon sown now will germ- 
inate in about 2 weeks. The plants will 
be about the right size to set out when the 
weather warms up. Be sure to give them 
good drainage, as plants will rot if the 
ground is too wet. Watch for gophers 
which favor their white, fleshy roots. 





PRUNING 

Be sure tools are sharp and well oiled be- 
fore you start pruning. You can save 
yourself much stretching and ladder work 
by using long-handled pruning shears 
whenever possible. 

Efficient pruning of fruit trees requires a 
knowledge of the fruiting habits of differ- 
ent kinds. Peaches and nectarines, which 
year on the new wood, require fairly severe 
thinning out in order to stimulate pro- 
duction of new fruiting wood. Apricots, 
almonds, sweet cherries, and most plums, 
which produce fruit on short spurs off the 
old wood, require both thinning—mostly 
of the old wood—and shortening back of 
last year’s long shoots to force growth 
into the fruiting spurs and to encourage 
production of new spurs. 


Information on pruning fruit trees is 





available in Circular 112, “Pruning of 


Deciduous Fruit Trees,” issued free of 
charge by the University of California 
Agricultural Extension Service, Berkeley 
4, California. 


DIVIDE NOW 

If you didn’t get around to dividing your 
perennials earlier, this is a favorable time 
to do so. Phlox, Michaelmas and Shasta 
daisies, and yarrow will take hold and 
bloom this year if you do not make the 
divisions too small. 

The colder your winter, the better lilies- 
of-the-valley will grow. January is an ex- 
cellent time to lift them, to renovate the 
beds, and to reset the divisions. This bulb- 
ous plant does not require frequent divi- 
sion, but once the beds become matted, 
the flowers deterioriate. After removing 
the clumps of pips, spade the ground and 
turn under old manure or leaf mold or 
a combination of both. Set back small 


clumps of pips and firm them in well. 





SPRAYING 

To control diseases such as leaf curl on 
peaches and nectarines, brown rot on apri- 
cots, and peach blight (shot-hole) on 
almonds, apricots, and peaches, apply a 
Bordeaux spray when fruit buds turn red 
and just before leaf buds break. To de- 
stroy any fungus spores that may have 
fallen to the ground, it also is advisable to 
spray on the surface of soil around trees. 
Spray roses this month, preferably after 
pruning. Again it is important to spray 
the ground as well as the bushes. How- 
ever, take care not to apply dormant 
sprays to evergreens or other non-decidu- 
ous plants in the surrounding area. 

To control blossom rot on camellias, spray 
the ground around them with Fermate. 
Blossom rot, which causes browning of 
the buds and blossoms, is caused by a 
sclerotia which sends up toadstool-like 
growths called apothecia. These produce 
the spores which, ejected in a cloud, con- 
taminate the flowers and cause the rot. 
The important thing is to spray the 
ground and not the plant. Control also 
should include removal of dead blossoms 
underneath camellias. 

Spray cane berries this month with lime 
sulfur to control rose scale and anthrac- 
nose, which causes white spots with pur- 
ple borders on the leaves. Burn all prun- 
ings as they may contain spores of disease 
or insect eggs. Thoroughly spray the 
ground and surrounding soil. 

If possible, choose a calm, windless day 
for spraying. It is a waste of time and 
materials to apply sprays when a strong

wind blows them away from the plants. 
As rains dissipate the effects of sprays, it 
may be necessary to repeat them during 
rainy seasons. 


VEGETABLES 

Artichokes, asparagus, and rhubarb are 
ready for planting now. Artichokes, which 
thrive in cool, moist, coastal climates, are 
not successful in inland areas. However, 
asparagus is very much at home in the 
light, loamy soils prevalent in many sec- 
tions of the interior valleys, and rhubarb 
also grows well. 

If the ground is not in condition for plant- 
ing outside, sow lettuce in flats so that 
transplants can be set out in February. 
Onion seeds and sets and peas may be 
planted if the ground is not too wet. Dis- 
infect seeds to prevent rot. Wait until next 
month to sow carrots, beets, and turnips. 





SEED SOWING 

If you have a greenhouse, frame, or other 
sheltered place in which to start seeds, 
make some sowings of summer annuals 
later this month. Standbys for summer 
borders are ageratum, candytuft, dwarf 
marigolds, nierembergia, lobelia, linaria, 
annual pinks, dwarf phlox, ursinia, and 
portulaca. Most of these come into bloom 
early and continue through the summer. 
For something new, try the new tetraploid 
Phlox Drummondi called Tetra Red. This 
winner in last year’s All-America Selec- 
tions is larger in every way than the or- 
dinary annual phlox. Because of its stiff 
stems, it stands upright and is excellent 
for cutting. 

Also new is the double snapdragon, a 
large, strong-stemmed plant that is desira- 
ble both for the garden and for cutting. 
More spectacular are the tetraploid snap- 
dragons. They have proved themselves 
strong and vigorous, with heavy foliage 
and large flowers. They are available in a 
variety of colors, and if sown now in flats 
or pots, will bloom in late spring. 

For better germination of petunias, use 
equal parts of number 2 sand and leaf 
mold for the seed boxes. Prick them out 
after the second set of leaves appears. Set 
out transplants in the open ground when 
they are 3 inches tall. The petunia is con- 
sidered foolproof and drought resistant, 
but it enjoys moderate watering and re- 
sponds to good care. 


WINTER INJURY 

One way to prevent serious frost injury to 
tender plants is to spray them with water 
in the early morning before the sun strikes 
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them. Frost, however, is not the only agent 
causing winter injury. Young fruit trees 
growing in frosty sections may be injured 
by sun scald. It can be prevented by 
whitewashing or wrapping their trunks 
with burlap, waterproof paper, or a similar 
material. This also provides protection 
against drying winds. 

In higher altitudes and in other sections 
where temperatures drop very low, dam- 
age from bark splitting also is common. 
The bark curls back, producing a wide 
wound and in some cases, splitting of the 
trunk. Refasten or tack down the bark as 
scon as the injury is discovered. 

Poor drainage is responsible for many 
casualties in winter, especially to such 
plants as daphne, pernettya, and azalea. 
Damage can be prevented by providing 
ditches or drains to eliminate pockets of 
water. In some instances, it may be neces- 
sary to reset plants in raised beds which 
are safely above the water line. 


WINTER BLOOM 

Coronilla glauca provides fragrant, yellow 
flowers in winter and early spring and 
attractive gray-green foliage all year 
around. It blooms about the same time as 
the spring flowering jasmine (J. primu- 
linum) and wisteria, with which it can be 
combined to good advantage. 

Another yellow flowering shrub or small 
tree, in the same family as the coronilla, 
is the wooly senna (Cassia tomentosa). 
The large, vellow, pea-shaped flowers of 
this 10- to 15-foot plant make an espe- 
cially showy addition to the garden in 
winter and early spring. 








BULBS 

Although the main bulb planting season is 
past, there are several bulbs, including 
calla, nerine, montbretia, and zephyran- 
thes, which may be set out this month. 
The Mexican star (milla) is a charming 
bulbous flower which blooms in early sum- 
mer. Pure white, starlike fragrant blos- 
soms about 2 inches across appear unex- 
pectedly in the midst of slender foliage. 
Although it is a little early for general 
planting of gladioli, you can set out corms 
now if your soil is well drained and in 
condition for easy working. Select a sunny 
location, preferably one other than that 
used last year. Replanting in the same 
ground year after year is likely to result in 
repeated attacks from thrips. 

Toward the end of the month, bulbs of 
achimenes can be planted in pots. The 
showy, gloxinia-like red, violet, or white 
flowers bloom for a long season. Place 6 
bulbs in a 5-inch pot or 12 bulbs in a 6- 


or 7-inch pot. If desired, the bulbs can be 
started first in flats of damp sand and 
later transferred to pots. Follow cultural 
directions for tuberous begonias and 
gloxinias when growing achimenes. 


EVERGREEN SHRUBS 

Unusual evergreens that deserve wider 
planting are holly-leaf sweetspire (Itea 
ilicifolia) with dark green, sharp-pointed 
leaves and spikes of white flowers. It is an 
excellent substitute for the true holly or 
for Osmanthus iicifolius. Grow it in part 
shade inland or in full sun along the coast. 
Found occasionally in nurseries but not 
used nearly often enough is Yylosma sen- 
ticosa which has shiny, luxuriant foliage, 
is clean, hardy, and disease resistant, and 
makes a handsome hedge. 

Myrsine africana deserves special mention 
as a low, shiny leafed hedge plant that 
will grow in a wide variety of soils and 
with much less pruning than the ordinary 
hedge material. It is grown in warmer sec- 
tions as a substitute for boxwood. 


FLOWERING SHRUBS 

Don’t delay planting deciduous flowering 
shrubs, especially those that flower early, 
such as forsythia, Spiraea Thunbergii, and 
flowering quince. 

(bout the daintiest of the smaller flower- 
ing shrubs is Deutzia gracilis, which has 
white, bell-shaped flowers and grows to 
about 3 feet. Also dwarf is the double red- 
flowering pomegranate, which flowers in 
summer and is gay with scarlet fruits in 
the fall. 

Of the larger flowering shrubs, the phila- 
delphus group offers some of the most 
attractive new varieties. Atlas and Vir- 
ginal are two of the finest, having un- 
usually large, pure white, fragrant blos- 
soms, although the plants themselves re- 
main moderate in size. 


HOUSEPLANT TIPS 

Take care not to overwater houseplants as 
few of them like wet feet. Drain off excess 
water which collects in the saucer. 

If the araucaria shows signs of producing 
a new circle of leaves, begin feeding it 
with a balanced fertilizer. 

Palms, dracaenas, pandanus, and other 
foliage plants, which usually grow best if 
their roots are slightly crowded in pots, re- 
quire slow watering if moisture is to pene- 
trate to the center and to the bottom cf 
the pot. Under ordinary room conditions, 
these plants should be watered about twice 
a week. Keep them a little on the dry side 
as too much watering is likely to cause 
sour soil and yellowing of the leaves. 
Repot cactus plants which have finished 
resting. As the Christmas cactus usually 
continues to flower at least until February, 
it will require regular watering. 

When flower stalks appear on amaryllis, 
gradually provide more light and warmth. 
Feed with 4% cup of liquid manure every 
2 weeks until color appears.

Plants that thrive with little light 


Try these in north or east windows, in halls or on mantels 


COMPARATIVELY few house plants 
will thrive away from windows or where 
there is little natural light. Fortunately, 
however, those which do accept indirect 
light are often quite beautiful and not too 
difficult to grow. For the most part. the 
plants listed here are not rigid in their tem- 
perature requirements and will grow satis- 
factorily in any temperature except one 
that is extremely high or dangerously low. 


PHILODENDRON 

The most common and widely used philo- 
dendron is P. cordatum, with its character- 
istic heart-shaped, green leaves. Not so well 
known is P. verrucosum. This species has 
large, cordate leaves, shiny green above and 
salmon-violet underneath, and bristly, deep 
red stems. 

P. grandifolium has huge, arrow-shaped 
leaves, 2 feet long and 14 inches wide. 
When planted in a container with a tall 
moss pole, this plant has an exotic appear- 
ance which is particularly effective in a 
large room. P. bipinnatifidum has short 
stems and large, divided leaves. A dwarf 
form, P. Mamei, whose 10-inch leaves are 
deep green on top and marked irregularly 
with silver white underneath, makes a 
bright addition to a dark corner. The stems 
are pink. 

To keep philodendrons from looking stringy, 
pinch off overly long stems above a node to 
force lateral growth. If you wish to start 
new plants, place the pinched off pieces in 
jars of water. Set these containers among 
houseplants to furnish needed moisture in 
the atmosphere. 


ASPARAGUS FERN 

Although it is not a fern, because of its 
feathery green foliage, Asparagus sprengeri 
is known as the asparagus fern. It can be 
grown easily. Seed sown in February takes 
only 4 weeks to sprout under average in- 
door conditions. 

In late spring, established plants bear open 
racemes of dainty, fragrant, pink flowers; 
festive, coral red berries come in time for 
Christmas holidays. 


Ivy 

The ivies are too well known to merit more 
than brief mention. Like philodendrons, 
they require some moisture in the air and 
enjoy an occasional leaf bath. The small 
leafed varieties are the sturdiest for aver- 
age home use. For variety, try the silver 
and golden leafed ivies. 


CISSUS 


The trailing stems of Cissus striata, which 
carry finely cut, dainty leaves, can hang

from a mantel or wall bracket or may be 
trained up to form a vine. It prefers a bit 
more light than ivy but does well in re- 
flected window light. 

A native of Australia, C. antarctica, the 
kangaroo vine, is a shrubby climber with 
thick, glossy, saw-edged leaves. Tough and 
enduring, it can remain for weeks in a back 
hall or a dark corner, although it prefers 
some light. It cannot stand frost. 


FERN 

Birds nest fern (Asplenium nidus), another 
excellent candidate for back-from-the-win- 
dow use, has simple, stiffiy erect, bright 
green fronds and dark midribs. Mature spe- 
cimens grow fronds 4 feet long and 8 inches 
wide. In addition to peat moss and leaf 
mold, this species enjoys a little lime. 


CALATHEA ZEBRINA 

Calathea zebrina, the zebra plant, some- 
times called maranta, is a relative of the 
plant which furnishes arrowroot and tap- 
ioca. It has velvety green leaves marked 
above with bands of pale yellow-green and 
olive and underneath by soft purple. Leaf 
colors of others in this family are red, 
brown, yellow, and white. 


CHINESE EVERGREEN 

The Chinese evergreen (Aglaonema mo- 
destum) prospers where most plants fail. 
It may be grown in water, soil, or peat moss, 
but is healthiest in a shallow container filled 
with equal parts of compost, garden soil, 
and sand. Add charcoal to keep the soil 
sweet. The abundance of water it requires is

green, but provides moisture in the air for 
other house plants as well. The Chinese 
evergreen rarely flowers, but if root-crowd- 
ed, may produce an occasional bloom re- 
sembling a green calla lily. Two or three 
dark green, glossy leaves grow from the 
top of thick, solid stalks. 


SYNGONIUM 

Syngonium, a creeping vine from tropical 
America, is frequently used in plant com- 
binations for coffee and wall tables. Most 
commonly cultivated is S. albolineatum, 
whose leaves have white primary midribs 
and lateral veins. 


SCINDAPSUS 

A Malayan perennial commonly called ivy- 
arum, scindapsus is an attractive climber 
S. aureus has green leaves blotched with 
yellow; S. pictus (often called pothos) has 
calla-like blooms and bright green leaves 
with dark green spots. 


PEPEROMIA 

Also good subjects for subdued lighting, the 
peperomias like a warm temperature and 
careful watéring. They are small growing 
and have ornamental leaves. Most common 
is P. obtusifolia, the oval leaf peperomia. 
P. maculosa has 7-inch long, bright green, 
egg-shaped leaves and brown- or purple- 
spotted erect stems; P. Sandersii is stem- 
less, with 5-inch leaves and dark red stalks. 
Its variety P.s. argyreia has light-colored 
stripes between the leaf veins. 


SANSEVIERIA 

Especially attractive in a modern room, 
particularly in a dark corner, are the stiff, 
upright, mottled, or banded leaves of the 
sansevierias. Give them a heavy soil and a 
frequent warm bath of soapy water, fol- 
lowed by a sponging with clear water. For 
further care, they are content with occa- 
sional watering. 

Sansevieria zeylanica, from Ceylon, is the 
most common species. A variety with 
creamy yellow lengthwise stripes is S. tri- 
fasciata var. Laurentii, native of Africa. 
Since sansevieria leaves are interesting in 
flower arrangements, you may want to 
propagate some from leaf cuttings or divi- 
sions. For leaf cuttings, cut the leaves into 
3-inch lengths and set them in a cool place 
to dry for a day or so. Place the cuttings 
perpendicularly in wet sand. Keep the sand 
moist but not wet. Propagation by division 
insures retention of the mottled leaves; the 
mottling is sometimes lost when leaf cut- 


tings are used.

ASPIDISTRA 

The aspidistra, a member of the lily family, 
can take dust, heat, poor soil, neglect, and 
subdued light. The broad, glossy evergreen 
leaves borne on slender stems are especially 
suited to modern arrangements. The foliage 
of A. elatior, the most common species, is 
sometimes used with amaryllis flowers. 
Although the aspidistra produces blooms, 
they are dark in color, hidden by the lower 
leaves of the plant, and rarely noticed.

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New tomato 


Produces heavy crops in 
cool coastal climates 


OF SPECIAL INTEREST to garden- 
ers in cool, coastal areas is the tomato de- 
veloped by Ben Reimer in his garden in 
Alameda, California. It is the result of a 
cross between a small, unknown cluster 
type of tomato called Number 26, which 
regularly set and matured fruit even in 
cool or cloudy weather, and John Baer, a 
variety introduced over 20 years ago. 
First sowings were made by Mr. Reimer in 
1942. After three years of careful selection, 
this tomato showed qualities well enough 
fixed to warrant selling plants to home 
gardeners. Now called Number 52, it has 
for the two past summers produced heavy 
crops of bright red, nearly symmetrical, 
smooth skinned, medium-sized fruits in 
large clusters. The plants are remarkably 
vigorous and disease resistant. 

Seeds of Number 52 were sown in a heated 
greenhouse on February 1, 1946, and 
transplants were set outside in the field on 
April 1. The first ripe fruits were picked 
on July 4. 

The same sowing and planting procedure 
was followed in 1947. However, because of 
a warmer spring, the first fruits were 
picked two weeks earlier, on June 20. 





On August 25, 1947, the fruits from nu- 
merous vines selected at random from the 
staked row were picked and weighed. The 
average yield from one vine was 8 to 11 
pounds. None of the fruit had sunscald. 
On unstaked plants set 3 feet apart in 
rows spaced 5 feet apart, the yield was 20 
to 25 pounds per plant. Because the foli- 
age was more sparse and the weather hot, 
some of the fruit had sunscald. A total 
of 500 pounds of fruit was gathered from 
30 plants, with over 100 pounds of small, 
green fruit remaining on the ground at the 
end of the season.

Indoor gardens 


Plants to grow in terrariums, 
bowls, dish gardens, boxes 


DISH GARDENS, terrariums, and other 
planted containers make beautiful, lasting 
gifts for the home. To supplement cut 
flowers or potted plants, a growing arrange- 
ment of subtropicals which lasts months or 
years is a great help to the home decorator. 
With imagination and a little skill, you can 
easily make an attractive indoor garden. 
Bowls for dish gardens are available in 
hardware, florist, and home supply shops. 
Terrariums, miniature glass-enclosed gar- 
dens with small, delicate plants, may be 
made at home. Glass fish bowls, bottles, 
or brandy snifters may be used. The first 
terrariums, of course, were planted in the 
rectangular glass containers —not unlike 
small showcases — called Wardian cases. 
As in flower arrangements, there is value 
in combining foliage of varying sizes and 
textures, from the delicate maidenhair and 
aspidium ferns to the coarse leafed plants 
like dracaenas. A variation in shades of 
green also adds interest, but a predomi- 
nance of one tone is a help in tying the 
composition together. 


WHAT TO PLANT IN INDOOR GARDENS 

Peperomias, sometimes known as pepper 
elders, have interesting foliage and nearly 
always are found in plantings of subtropicals 
to be used indoors. Watermelon peperomia 
has a striped leaf of dark and very pale 
green. The leaf of the variegated type, 
Peperomia Sandersii, has a good deal of 
white on its outer edges. Hardier than wa- 
termelon peperomia, it takes a little more 
sunlight. Both add light and interest to a 
planting. The hardiest type is the piper

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This dwarf Japanese maple is 24 years old, 
has brilliant scarlet leaves in the autumn 


(Peperomia nummularifolia) which in time 
will grow to 18 inches in height. A North 
American variety, it will stand exposure in 
a south window or at a temperature as low 
as 30°. 

The trailing peperomia, often used as an 
edging in the front of the bowl, has light 
green leaves not more than 14 inch across. 
Because it grows prolifically, only a small 
piece is required to start a plant. Two other 
fine-foliaged plants which look well near 
the outer edges of a terrarium or in an open- 
faced garden are the delicate fern, Aspidium 
tsussmense, and Korean or ribbon grass. 
The latter remains 2 to 4 inches in height 
and spreads profusely. 

The Japanese laurel (Aucuba japonica) sup- 
plies an upright line as well as a substantial, 
leathery texture to the planting. Although 
it grows into a medium-sized shrub in the 
garden, it is a slow grower and can be kept 
in a container for several years. It is found 
with both dark green foliage and in varie- 
gated form, known as the gold-dust plant. 
Syngonium is valued in the indoor garden 
because of its interesting three-pointed 
leaves, which are longer and more slender 
than those of the peperomia and consider- 
ably smaller than dracaena and aucuba 
leaves. It furnishes the necessary middle- 
sized leaf. Syngonium tends to grow like a 
vine, but you can control it by cutting out 
the longer stems from time to time. 


MINIATURE AND DISH GARDENS 

The open-dish garden can be extremely 
decorative. It also gives those living in small 
apartments or even in single rooms an op- 
portunity to work with plauts. The plants 
should be placed close together as in a ter- 
rarium, but top-heavy arrangements should 
be avoided. Although a bowl 3 inches deep 
is adequate, a deeper one is preferable. Un- 
like terrariums, dish gardens have no sur- 
rounding glass wall to hold them together.

can make a well-balanced arrangement, 
even in a 12-inch bowl. In that shown above, 
the dragon plant (Dracaena Sanderiana) 
was placed for height in the center and to- 
ward the back of the bowl. It has the ad- 
vantage of requiring very little room at the 
base. Building up around it are medium- 
sized plants, such as syngonium, water- 
melon peperomia, and variegated pepero- 
mia. For fine foliage, a small plant of 
aspidium fern was placed toward one side. 
Trailing peperomia was used to cover any 
bare spots in the ground and to trail down 
over the dish in several places. 

The piggy-back plant (Tolmica Menziesii) 
is popular in dish gardens, not only for its 
attractive, pale green foliage, but for the 
amusing way in which the young ferns ap- 
pear on the tops of the parent leaves. 

Take into account the shape of the con- 
tainer when selecting plants for an indoor 
garden. In the lamp and garden combina- 
tion, the spreading habit of fittonia causes 
it to follow naturally the circular lines of the 
brass bowl. The shape of the leaves picks 
up the curving lines and helps give rhythm 
to the whole composition. The three-cor- 
nered leaves of the syngonium offer contrast 
in form as well as in color. Their vertical 
lines also direct attention upward from the 
base to the lampshade. Like all plantings 
without drainage, it is important to be 
particularly careful about overwatering. 
However, extra heat from the light bulbs 
will help to dry out the soil faster. 


USE OF FIGURINES 

A figurine is often placed near the center of 
the dish garden or terrarium. It should not 
be so large as to overpower and detract 
interest from the plants, nor so small that 
it is lost. If a figurine is included, select one 
with graceful lines and a harmonious color. 
A bright spot of color may be added to the 
arrangement by placing a camellia or an- 
other seasonal bloom near the base of the 
figure. Occasionally pieces of colored stone 
can be used.

A copper box, 5 or 6 inches deep and 4 to 8 
inches wide, makes a beautiful container for 
an open-dish subtropical planting. Trailing 
plants, such as ivy and tradescantia, can be 
used if the box is elevated. Also effective 
in such a container is Sylvanian Beauty, a 
new, patented, rapid growing type of ivy. 
Because its leaves are larger and more 
pointed than those of other ivies, it com- 
bines well with other large leafed plants. 
The vines are sometimes 7 feet long, but 
will bush out when pinched back. 

Seripegi Woodii, long lived and delicate 
foliaged; zebrina, a tradescantia with 
striped silvery leaves which are purple un- 
derneath; and pothos, resembling Philoden- 
dron cordatum, but with larger leaves that 
are not so droopy, also are attractive in 
copper containers. 


FOR BUILT-IN BOXES 

Many new homes have built-in planting 
spaces inside the house. Their maintenance 
is simplified if the plants are grown in re- 
movable, galvanized boxes in which they 
can be taken outside for an occasional 
spraying and washing. Besides, replanting 
can be done without littering the house. If 
plants such as aralias are to be kept in them 
for any length of time, the boxes should be 
12 inches deep and 8 to 15 inches wide. If 
the boxes are made in several short lengths 
and with movable handles, lifting will be 
sasier. Holes cut every 6 inches in the bot- 
tom of the box will provide drainage. 

For a well-rounded planting, combine small, 
medium, and large plants in the indoor box 
garden. Among upright plants, the birds- 
nest fern (asplenium), which has wide, 
smooth leaves in a lively shade of green, is 
reliable and decorative. Aralia, now called 
Fatsia japonica, is a “must” if you want 
large leaves with a dramatic effect. 

With it, plant Phoenix Roebelenii, a feath- 
ery palm. Both are long lived and easy to 
care for. When they outgrow their indoor 
location, harden them a little, then replant 
them in a shady spot outdoors. 
Fiddle-leafed rubber plant (Ficus lyrata or 
pandurata) and the glossy leafed fig (Ficus

nitida) provide substantial-looking, leath- 
ery green foliage. 

In one of the most attractive arrangements 
we have seen, several maidenhair ferns 
were used to repeat the color of green in a 
painting which hung above them. 

Fittonia, which grows rapidly, is one of the 
best fillers to use between trailing and up- 
right plants. The variety argyroneura, with 
pronounced white veins, grows to a height 
of 6 inches and then starts spreading. 
Fittonia Verschaffeltii has red veins, is more 
colorful, and grows larger, sometimes reach- 
ing a height of 2 feet if not pinched back. 
Both like warmth, humidity, and shade, and 
grow easily from cuttings. One grower has 
found that his fittonia grows most vigor- 
ously under the lathhouse bench. 


SOIL AND CARE 

Peat, sand, leaf mold, and loam in equal 
amounts are recommended for growing sub- 
tropicals in containers. The addition of 
powdered charcoal helps to keep the soil in 
good condition. If drainage is not provided, 
a %-inch layer of crushed charcoal on the 
bottom of the container is sufficient to keep 
the soil sweet if caution is used in watering. 
As a rule, dish gardens, terrariums, and 
other indoor plantings should be lightly wa- 
tered about once a week, depending on 
atmospheric conditions. In a very warm 
room, soil will dry out more rapidly and 
should be watered more frequently. Usually 
a cup of water is sufficient for a 14-inch 
terrarium. Apply water with a light spray- 
ing or syringing, particularly when the con- 
tainer does not have a drainage hole. 
Yellow leaves are usually a sign of too much 
water. Get into the habit of using the finger 
tip method of testing the soil. A damp but 
not soggy condition is ideal. 

Most shade plants like a slightly acid soil. 
The following compost, recommended by a 
commercial grower of house plants, will pro- 
vide sufficient acidity for most species: 
2 parts leaf mold, 1 part peat moss, 1 part 
well-rotted cow manure, and 1 part loam. 
The application of a balanced fertilizer in 
dry or liquid form once every 3 or 4 weeks 
also is recommended.

EVEN DURING COLD, rainy weather 
you can bring the lightness and fragrance 
of spring into your home by forcing into 
bloom flowering branches of shrubs and 
fruit trees. The process is a simple one. 
Select only branches of flowering shrubs 
and trees with plump buds. On well-es- 
tablished deciduous shrubs, especially in 
milder sections, you will find them mature 
enough for the first cutting in the middle 
of January. 

Branches about 14-inch in diameter make 
the best forcing material. With the design 
of your arrangement in mind, remove any 
undesirable horizontal or crossing twigs. 
Pound or slit the ends of the branches to 
allow a maximum intake of water. 

Leave the branches immersed deeply in 
cold water in a dimly lighted, cool spot. 
After giving them this preliminary drink, 
arrange the branches in containers with as 
much water as possible, and again leave 
them in a cool, dim place. When the brown 
scale covering the buds splits and shows 
color underneath, bring your errange- 
ments into a sunny window. 

Although it is not possible to force bloom 
on branches of all shrubs or trees, the 
following are some which will provide you 
with effective material. 


WINTER JASMINE 

With inside forcing, all the buds of win- 
ter blooming jasmine will open at once, in- 
stead of flowering successively as they do 
in the garden. Untouched by frost or rain, 
the individual flowers open perfectly. 


JAPANESE QUINCE 

The knotty branches of Japanese quince 
will be covered with a burst of clear-col- 
ored blooms if forced indoors. Almost as 
interesting as the flowers are the brown, 
knotty, angled stems. 


OTHER SUGGESTIONS 

Golden bells (forsythia), with its graceful 
stems and the long blooming period of its 
clear yellow flowers, makes some of the 
best material for forcing. Although the 
flowers of the Chinese honeysuckle (Loni- 
cera nitida) are inconspicuous, they are 
valued indoors because of their delightful, 
permeating fragrance. 

The little pendant catkins of branches of 
alder or the bright golden, lacy blooms of 
Chinese witch-hazel (Hamamelis mollis) 
are graceful in an arrangement. The flower 
buds on both the fruiting and flowering va- 
rieties of peach, apple, and pear branches 
open beautifully in water. The unfolding 
leaves of alder, oak, and birch are almost 
as interesting as flowers.

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Winter pot plants 


Directions for the care of 
popular gift plants 


POTTED gift plants often die quickly 
and are tossed out with the dried Christ- 
mas wreaths and withered holly branches 
as though they were temporary decora- 
tions. By knowing something about their 
care, you can avoid this waste and enjoy 
many plants for weeks, months, or years. 


POINSETTIAS 

If poinsettias are kept near a window in 
a room where the temperature is moder- 
ately warm during the day and not too 
much colder at night, they will keep their 
vivid red, pink, or white bracts into late 
February or March. If you like your liv- 
ing room really warm, find a spot for the 
poinsettia in an upstairs hall or in a less 
heated room. 

To increase humidity for poinsettias, stand 
the pots on pebbles in a saucer of water. 
Keep the soil in the pot slightly damp, 
neither soggy nor dry. If the pots are 
small, it may be necessary to put water in 
the saucers twice a day. 

If ferns or foliage plants were combined 
with poinsettias in a Christmas planting, 
separate them when the leaves of the poin- 
settias begin to turn yellow, or about the 
end of February or the beginning of 
March. After the flower bracts and leaves 
drop, stop watering and allow the plant 
to dry out until May. Repot and water in 
June and place the plant in a sunny spot 
outdoors. Bring the plant into a mod- 
erately heated room. Do not expect old 
wood to produce new flowers. 


JERUSALEM CHERRY 

If your Jerusalem cherry is kept in a cool 
room, it will retain its bright fruit until its 
rest period, probably about the end of 
March. At that time, cut each branch 
back to 2 buds and move to a light, cool 
place. Water only enough to keep the soil 
slightly moist. A thorough watering once 
a week should be sufficient. 

In May, after the top growth reappears, 
put it indoors in half shade. From early in 
July until the fruit appears, feed every 2 
weeks with a weak liquid manure and wa- 
ter thoroughly. Don’t expect fruit by 
Christmas. Unless forced in greenhouse 
conditions, it will not appear until about 
February. 


CYCLAMEN 

The cyclamen must have moist soil at all 
times. Place the potted cyclamen in a 
saucer containing an inch of water, and 
water from below so the crown does not 
get wet. To avoid crown rot, do not stand

the pot in a jardiniere where water can 
collect deeply or for long periods. 
The cyclamen prefers a temperature of 
50° F. A slightly heated room, entrance 
hall, or sunroom are favored spots. Clean 
the leaves by dusting them with a soft 
camels’ hair brush. If curling or discolored. 
leaves warn of mite infestation, first cut 
damaged leaves at the base. Place a layer 
of camphor flakes in the saucer, after re- 
moving any water standing in it. Allow 
the cyclamen to stand on the camphor 
flakes for half a day. 
If a webbing appears over the flowers and 
foliage, it is likely that red spider mites 
have been at work. Gently syringe the | 
plants in the sink, keeping them tipped so | 
that the water will run off the crown. 
When a cyclamen comes from the florist, 
it usually has been provided with enough 
fertilizer to carry it through the blooming 
period. Near the end of this time, how- 
ever, you may give it a little weak liquid 
fertilizer. Do not allow fertilizer to come 
in contact with the crown. 
The cyclamen is a difficult plant to carry 
over a second year unless you have a 
greenhouse or can provide similar growing 
conditions. However, if you wish to try to 
get bloom next year, begin to withhold 
water when the last blooms begin to fade. 
In a few weeks the top of the cyclamen 
becomes dry énough to be removed easily, 
exposing the corm. Dust the plant with 
powdered sulfur and lay the pot on its side 
in a cool, dark place. Wet the soil about 
once every 2 weeks to keep it from becom- 
ing powdery dry. Take the pot outside in 
May and place it on its side under a shrub 
where it will get an occasional watering. 
New sprouts will appear sometime in Au- 
gust. Repot the cyclamen in a size larger 
pot, being careful not to loosen the soil 
around the corm. The corm should pro- 
trude above the soil about 1% inch. Repot 
in a compost of loam, leaf mold, and sand, 75% of the labor in keeping water clean 
with a little tobacco dust for mite protec- and safe.
